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HISTORICAL  NOTICE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 


The  history  of  the  New  York  Society  Library  commences  in  the  year  1700. 
At  that  time  "  The  Public  Ijibrary*'  of  New  York,  was  founded  during  the 
administration  of  the  Earl  of  Bellamont.  (Grahame^s  History  of  the  United  States, 
vol.  2,  page  256,  Philadelphia  Ed.,  1845.) 

The  library  thus  organized,  appears  to  have  gone  on  increasing,  and  to  have 
acquired  considerable  importance.  In  1729,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Millington,  Rector  of 
Newington,  England,  bequeathed  his  library  to  the  society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  in  foreign  parts,  and  by  this  society  it  was  presented  to  the  PubUc 
Library  of  New  York. 

The  whole  collection  of  books  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City,  and  seems  to  have  suffered  from  want  of  proper  attention  and  management 
until  the  year  1754,  when  an  association  of  individuals  was  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  such  an  institution  more  efficiently.  On  the  application  of  these 
gentlemen  the  books  they  had  collected  were  incorporated  with  thePublkj  Library, 
and  the  whole  placed  under  the  care  of  the  trustees  chosen  by  them. 

The  institution  was  known  at  that  time  as  ^  The  City  Library,"  a  name  by 
which  it  has  been  commonly  designated  ever  since.  The  collection  appears,  from 
the  minutes  of  the  trustees,  to  have  been  largely  and  constantly  increased  by 
purchases  of  books  fVom  1754  down  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  revolution.  A 
charter  was  obtained  in  1772,  and  the  official  style  of  "  The  New  York  Society 
Library"  adopted.  The  events  of  the  war  not  only  prevented  any  meeting  of  the 
trustees  for  many  years,  but  nearly  destroyed  the  library. 

In  December,  1788,  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors  was  summoned,  an  election  for 
trustees  held,  and  the  society  resumed  its  operations. 

In  1789,  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  was  passed  con- 
firming the  charter. 

Until  1795  the  library  was  deposited  in  the  City  Hall.  The  early  sessions  of 
Congress  were  held  in  New  York,  and  the  City  Library  formed  at  that  time  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

The  growing  importance  of  the  establishment  now  demanded  more  extensive 
accommodations.  Accordingly  additional  subscribers  were  obtained,  land  was 
purchased  in  Nassau  street,  opposite  to  the  Middle  Dutch  Church  (now  used  as  a 
Post  Office),  and  a  building  erected  expressly  for  the  use  of  the  library.  To  this 
building,  which  was  of  considerable  size  and  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  public 
edifices  of  that  day,  the  library  was  removed  in  1795,  and  here  it  continued  until 
1836,  when  the  increasing  commerce  of  the  city  compelled  the  trustees  to  seek 
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another  fdtaation,  when  the  property  now  occupied  by  the  library,  at  the  comer  of 
Broadway  and  Leonard  street,  was  purchased,  and  the  present  edifice  of  the 
Society  was  erected. 

We  have  no  record  of  the  number  of  volumes  when  it  was  dispersed  by  the 
revolution.  The  minutes  of  the  trustees  and  other  documents  in  our  possession 
warrant  us,  however,  in  estimating  that  it  must,  at  that  period,  have  contained 
several  thousand  volumes.  In  1793,  the  date  of  the  first  catalogue  printed  after 
the  revolution,  it  is  stated  to  have  possessed  at  that  time,  five  thousand  volumes ; 
in  1813  the  number  was  thirteen  thousand ;  in  1826  sixteen  thousand ;  in  1838  it 
had  reached  twenty-five  thousand ;  and  the  present  number  amounts  to  thirty-five 
thousand  volumes. 

Printed  catalogues  of  the  library  are  known  to  have  existed  before  the  revolu- 
tion, but  the  dates  of  theu*  publication  are  not  accurately  ascertained.  The  earliest 
after  the  war  was  that  of  1798 ;  the  next  of  any  importance  appeared  in  1813,  and 
was  followed  by  a  supplement  in  1826.  In  1838  a  new  one  was  made,  aa 
complete  as  possible,  containing  both  an  Alphabetical  and  an  Analytical  arrange- 
ment of  the  titles.  In  1841  a  supplement  on  the  same  plan  was  published,  and  a 
second  supplement  in  1843.  The  catalogue  now  issued  has  been  prepared  with 
great  care  and  expense.  It  is  arranged  on  the  plan  of  the  former  one  of  1838,  which 
is  admitted  to  be  the  best  adapted  for  convenience  in  use,  and  now  generally 
followed. 

Many  books  have  fh>m  time  to  time  been  presented  to  the  library ;  it  has,  how- 
ever, received  but  one  pecuniary  donation.  In  the  year  1849,  Miss  Jane  Demilt, 
by  her  last  will,  in  which  various  valuable  legacies  were  given  to  other  charitable 
and  literary  institutions  of  the  city  of  New  York,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  the  library. 

In  recording  her  munificence,  it  seems  not  inappropriate  to  express  the  hope 
that  it  may  prove  an  incentive  to  the  liberality  of  others,  and  that  her  example 
may  induce  our  richer  citizens  to  spare  a  portion  of  their  wealth  thus  to  erect  to 
thdr  memories  monuments  the  most  useful,  the  most  honorable,  the  most  durable. 
Whilst  the  resources  of  the  society  have  been  limited  almost  entirely  to  the  small 
annual  subscription  payable  by  the  members,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
institution,  besides  procuring  expensive  works  of  reference,  has  been  called  on  to 
supply  both  standard  and  current  literature,  and  its  books  have  in  many  instances 
been  worn  out  and  replaced  by  other  copies. 

The  number  of  members,  in  1793,  was  900 ;  having  been  reduced  firom  time  to 
time,  and  agun  increased  by  renewed  efibrts,  the  present  number  is  1100. 

It  wfll  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  number  of  its  supporters  has  remained  almost 
stationary  in  the  midst  of  an  unparalleled  growth  of  population,  the  Society 
library  has  continued  to  increase  and  to  extend  its  resources  for  usefulness.  It 
has  erected  two  large  and  conspicuous  public  edifices,  ornamental  to  the  city ;  and 
in  redeeming  the  city  from  the  imputation  of  indifference  to  such  institutions, 
it  has  surmounted  every  obstacle  connected  with  its  great  outlays  for  building, 
and  by  strict  economy  has  been  enabled  largely  to  increase  its  supplies  of 
valuable  books,  of  which  the  volume  now  offered  will,  it  is  hoped,  afford  satisfac- 
tory  evidence.

Whereas  a  public  library  would  be  very  useful,  as  well  as  ornamental  to 
this  dty,  and  may  be  also  advantageous  to  our  intended  college,  we,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  in  order  to  promote  the  design  of  erecting  one 
in  this  city,  do  promise  to  pay  iive  pounds.  New  York  currency,  each,  on  the 
first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  the  date  hereof;  and  ten  shillings  yearly, 
each,  on  every  first  day  of  May^  for  ever  hereafter,  to  twelve  trustees,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  majority  of  us,  or  our  assigns,  annually  out  of  the  number  of 
subscribers  hereto,  or  their  assigns ;  for  which  purpose  we  agree  to  meet 
constantly  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April,  in  every  year  ensuing  the  date  hereof 
at  the  Exchange,  in  Broad-street,  in  this  city,  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and 
twelve ;  which  trustees,  or  the  majority  oi  them,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
dispose  of  the  said  money  in  purchasing  such  books  as  they  shall  think  proper 
from  time  to  time,  and  in  procuring  a  house  or  room  to  deposit  them  m ;  to 
appoint  a  library  keeper,  and  allow  him  a  proper  salary  for  his  care  and 
attendance  of  the  said  library ;  to  regulate  the  terms  on  which  the  books 
belonging  to  the  said  library  shall  be  lent  (those  who  are  not  subscribers 
being  to  pay  such  rates  for  the  loan  of  books  as  the  trustees  shall  appoint), 
and  to  do  every  thing  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  erect,  preserve,  ornament 
and  improve  the  said  library,  which  they  are  to  keep  under  the  following 
regulations. 

1st  Every  subscriber,  or  his  assigns,  shall  have  a  ri^ht  to  take  out  one  book 
at  a  time,  depositing  in  cash,  at  least  one  third  more  than  the  value  of  it,  with 
the  library  keeper,  and  to  keep  it  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  trustees,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  appoint,  to  be  proportioned  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  bulk 
of  the  volume  ;  and  in  case  he  shall  keep  it  longer,  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
said  book,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  time,  according  to  the  rates  (to  be 
settled  by  the  trustees)  to  be  paid  by  those  who  shall  not  be  subscribers 
thereto.  For  this  purpose,  the  books  shall  be  valued  by  tiie  trustees,  and  a 
catalogue  of  them,  with  the  price  of  each  book,  be  made  and  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  library  keeper. 

Ildly.  Every  subscriber  may  alienate  or  bequeath  his  right,  as  of  any  other 
chattel. 

Illdly.  No  person  shall  have  above  one  vote,  though  he  should  subscribe 
more  than  is  above  mentioned,  or  purchase  several  rights. 

IVtbly.  Part  of  a  subscription  right  shall  not  be  regarded,  nor  entitle  its 
owner  to  any  privileges  whatsoever. 

Vtbly.  Every  subscriber  who  refuses  to  pay  the  ten  shillings  yearly,  shall 
forfeit  his  right  and  privileges  in  the  said  library ;  but  if  he,  or  any  other  in 
his  name,  pay  the  arrears  with  lawful  interest  from  the  several  times  of  their 
becoming  due,  he  or  they  shall  be  as  fully  restored  to  them  upon  such  pay- 
ment, as  if  such  forfeiture  had  not  been  incurred.

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Vlthlj.  The  trustees  shall  serve  gratis. 

VllthI  J.  They  may  appoint  a  treasurer  if  they  shall  think  proper,  and  make 
him  a  proper  allowance  for  his  trouble,  not  exceeding  Jive  per  cent,  on  all  the 
money  he  shall  receive  into  his  hands  from  time  to  time,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  library. 

Vlllthly.  No  trustee  shall  be  appointed  treasurer. 

IXthly.  The  election  of  trustees  shall  be  by  balloting,  each  putting  the 
whole  number  he  votes  for  upon  one  ballot. 

Xthly.  The  trustees  shall,  if  they  think  proper,  admit  any  person  to 
become  a  subscriber  after  the  date  hereof,  upon  payment  of  the  like  sum  of 
five  pounds^  which  is  the  original  subscription  money,  and  ten  shillings  per 
annum,  from  the  first  day  of  May  next,  till  the  time  of  his  subscription. 

Xlthly.  That  the  rights  and  privileges  in  the  said  library,  in  consequence 
of  such  subscription,  and  the  loan  of  books  to  such  as  shall  not  subscribe 
hereto,  shall  not  be  confined  to  this  city ;  but  that  every  person  residing  in 
this  province  may  become  a  subscriber,  or  have  tlie  loan  of  books  in  the 
manner  and  on  the  terms  herein  mentioned,  or  hereafter  to  be  prescribed. 

Xllthly.  That  regular  accounts  of  the  several  sums  received,  either  as 
subscriptions,  or  for  the  loan  of  books,  and  of  the  disbursements  arising  from 
the  purchase  of  books,  for  erecting,  enlarging,  and  repairing  the  said  library, 
shall  be  exhibited  to  the  subscribers  hereto,  or  their  assigns,  at  every  annual 
meeting,  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April,  upon  pain  of  the  forfeiture  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  every  trustee  that  shall  be  delinquent  in  this 
particular. 

Xlllthly.  That  the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  make  such  furtlier 
rules  and  orders,  for  the  better  support  of  the  said  library,  as  to  them,  or  the 
majority  of  them,  shall  seem  meet ;  which  rules  and  orders  to  be  made  by 
them,  shall  be  subject  to  the  confirmation  or  repeal  of  the  subscribers  hereto, 
or  their  assigns,  at  each  annual  meeting  aforesaid. 

XrVthly.  That  the  majority  of  the  subscribers  hereto,  or  their  assigns,  at 
every  annual  meeting  forever  hereafter,  shall,  if  they  think  proper,  alter, 
correct,  or  repeal,  all  or  any  of  the  above  rules  and  orders,  or  any  other  rules 
and  orders  hereafter  to  be  made ;  and  make  such  further  and  other  rules  and 
orders,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet,  and  most  conducive  to  the  support  and 
increase  of  the  said  Ubrary.

Whereas' the  operation  of  the  charter  granted  to  the  members  of 
The  New  York  Society  Library,  incorporating  them  by  the  name  of 
The  Trustees  of  The  New  York  Society  Library,  bearing  date  the 
ninth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  was  suspended  during  the  war  lately 
waged  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain  against  the  United  States  of 
America :  In  order,  therefore,  to  remove  doubts  respecting  the  said 
corporation,

in  senate  and  assembly,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of

§  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

[Passed  March  2dth,  1841,  by  a  Two-Third  Vote.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

g  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  the  New  York  Society  Library, 
on  the  last  Tuesday  of  April  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  passage  of  this  law, 
to  elect  fifteen  Trustees  of  the  said  library,  and  the  number  of  the  Trustees  of 
said  library  shall  be  fifteen  instead  of  twelve,  upon  and  immediately  after 
the  election  which  shall  be  next  held. 

§  2.  From  and  immediately  after  such  election,  eight  instead  of  seven  shall 
be  a  quorum  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  New  York  Society  Library  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  The  mode  of  filling  vacancies  and  all  other  matters 
in  relation  to  the  election  and  term  of  office  of  the  said  Trustees,  shall  remain 

the  same  are  now  provided  for  in  the  Charter  of  the  said  Library. 

§  8.  Hiis  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  on  its  passage.

AN  ACT 
To  Increase  the  Annual  Payments  on  the  Shares  of  the  New  Yore 

SOOIETT   LiBRART. 

[Passed  March  24<A,  1842.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1 .  The  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Sodety  Library  are  hereby  authorized  to 
demand  and  receive  fix>m  the  members  of  the  said  sodety  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  every  May,  hereafter,  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  sum  which 
they  are  now  authorized  to  demand  and  receive,  upon  each  and  every  right  or 
share  in  the  said  Library,  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  remedies  for  the  collection  of  the  said  additional  sum,  by  forfeiture  of  the 
shares  or  otherwise,  as  they  now  have  for  the  collection  of  the  annual  payment 
which  they  are  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  as  aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  Act  shall  take  efifect  immediately.

Concerning  the  Title  of  '^The  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Society 
Library"  to  certain  Real  £state  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

[Passed  February  Uth,  1843,  by  a  Two-TJdrd  Vote.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  foUows : 

§  1.  The  title  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  New  York  Society  Library"  to  the 
two  lots  of  ground  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  which  their  library  stands 
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boonded  westwardly  in  front  by  Broadway,  eaatwardly  in  the  rear  by  land 
now  or  late  of  Ebenezer  Clark,  southwardly  by  Catharine  Lane,  and 
northwardly  by  Leonard  street ;  one  of  which  lots  was  conveyed  to  the  said 
Tmstees  by  Ebenezer  Clark  and  wife,  by  deed  bearing  date  the  thirtieth  day 
of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  the  other  of  which 
lots  was  conveyed  to  the  said  Trustees,  by  "  The  New  York  Athenaeum,'^  by 
deed  bearing  date  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  is  hereby  confirmed  to  the  said  ^  The  Trustees  of  the  New  York 
Society  Library,*^  their  successors  and  assigns  for  ever,  to  the  same  extent  only 
as  if  there  were  no  conditions,  prohibitions,  limitations,  or  restrictions  in  the 
Charter  of  said  Corporation,  as  to  the  yearly  or  total  value  or  amount  of  the 
real  estate  to  be  held  by  the  said  Trustees  or  their  successors. 

g  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  mortgage  the 
real  estate  in  this  Act  described,  or  any  part  thereof  in  fee  simple  or  for  any 
less  estate,  to  any  person  or  persons,  and  for  such  consideration  as  to  the  S£dd 
Trustees  shall  appear  expedient 

g  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


BY-LAWS 

OF 

THE    TRUSTEES 

OF    THE 

NEW    YORK    SOCIETY   LIBRARY. 


CHAPTER    I. 

OF  THB   0VFI0EB8,  MEMBERS,  AND   SERVANTS   OF  THE   CORPORATION. 

Title  I.— Of  the  Trustees. 

1.  A  meetang  of  the  trustees  sliall  be  statedly  held  at  the  library,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  after  the  fourth  day  of  every  month  except  August,  and  also, 
on  the  day  next  before  the  last  Tuesday  of  April,  in  each  year,  at  half  past  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.* 

[May  10th,  1848.  It  was  Resolved,  that  the  By-Laws  be  so  amended  that 
hereafter  the  stated  meetings  of  the  trustees  to  be  held  between  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  shall  be  held  at  half  past  six  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon.] 

2.  At  the  first  stated  meeting  of  the  trustees  aft^r  every  annual  election, 
the  trustees  shall  appoint  by  ballot  a  treasurer,  a  secretary,  and  a  library 
committee.  The  treasurer  and  the  secretary  shall  be  members  of  this  corpo- 
ration, and  all  the  members  of  the  library  committee  shall  be  trustees.  These 
officers  shall  respectively  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  other 
persons  shall  be  appointed  in  their  places. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  all  stated  meetings  of 
the  trustees. 

1.  A  chairman  shall  be  appointed  to  preside  at  such  meeting. 

2.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  if  necessary, 
amended. 


*  "  Any  one  of  the  trostees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  oecasioa  maj 
raqnlre,  summon  and  call  together,  at  such  times  and  places  in  onr  said  city  of  New  Yoric,  as  they  shall 
iwpectiTely  think  proper,  the  trustees  of  the  said  lihrary  and  corporatifm,  for  the  time  behif^ 
them  at  least  one  day*s  notice  thereof;  and  we  do  hereby  require  them  to  meetaecordiii(^.'*- 
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3.  The  treasurer's  report 

4.  The  secretary's  report  of  the  performance  of  duties  especially  directed. 

5.  Communications  to  the  secretary  and  to  the  trustees,  to  be  read  and 
disposed  of. 

6.  The  report  of  the  library  committee. 

7.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

8.  Nominations,  and  elections  of  Members,  and  of  trustees  to  fill  vacancies 
in  the  board. 

0.  The  special  business  appointed  for  the  meeting. 
10.  Unfinished  and  other  business. 
At  all  special  meetings  of  the  trustees,  the  business  appointed  for  the 
meeting,  or  upon  which  it  was  called,  shall  be  taken  up  and  disposed  o(^ 
inunediately  after  the  reading  and  amendment  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  And  this  order  of  business  shall  in  no  instance  'be  departed  from, 
except  with  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  trustees  present. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  trustees  in  March,  in  each  year,  or  at  the 
first  legal  meeting  thereafter,  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  society,  to  make  an  inventory  of  all  the  real  and  personal 
estate  belonging  to  the  corporation  except  the  books,  and  a  general  statement 
of  the  accounts,  funds,  and  afiGurs  of  the  corporation.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  committee  to  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  next  stated  meeting  of 
the  trustees,  afler  their  appointment,  or  if  there  shall  be  no  legal  meeting  on 
the  day  appointed  for  such  stated  meeting,  then  to  the  first  legal  meeting 
which  shall  be  held  thereafter.  And  this  report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  shall  be 
adopted  by  the  trustees,  with  such  additions  thereto,  and  amendments  therein, 
as  they  shall  make,  shall  be  read  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  this 
corporation,  and  otherwise  published,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  for  the 
time  being  shall  direct 

5.  Every  deed  or  other  instrument,  which  shall  be  directed  to  be  executed 
by  or  in  behalf  of  this  corporation,  shall  have  the  corporate  seal  thereto 
affixed,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer  for  the  time  being, 
and  when  so  executed  and  delivered,  shall  be  as  valid  and  binding  as  if  it 
were  subscribed  by  all  the  trustees. 

6.  Passed  June  10th,  1842.  In  casQ  any  of  the  trustees  shall  hereafter  be 
absent  fi'om  two  consecutive  meetings  of  the  board,  not  being  detained  by 
sickness  or  absence  from  the  city,  it  may  be  considered  by  the  board  at 
its  option  negligence  or  refusal  to  act  in  and  execute  the  duty  of  trustee. 

TiTLB  2. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  the  money,  books  of 
account,  bonds,  securities,  and  title  deeds  belonging  to  this  corporation. 

2.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys,  unless  by  virtue  of  a  general  or  special  order 
of  the  trustees,  or  of  an  order  of  the  library  committee. 
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3.  He  shall  report  at  every  stated  meeting  of  the  tnuteeB,  the  state  of  the 
finances,  and  every  item  of  receipt  and  payment  by  him  not  before  reported, 
with  such  remarks  as  he  shall  think  proper  to  make  in  relation  to  them ;  and 
Ife  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  him  during 
the  year  previous,  and  exhibit  the  securities  and  title  deeds  belonging  to  this 
corporation  to  the  committee  appointed  in  each  year,  pursuant  to  the  section 
fourth  of  the  first  title  of  this  chapter. 

4.  He  shall  deposit  the  moneys  received  by  him  from  time  to  time,  in  one 
of  the  incorporated  banks  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  be  approved  by  the 
trustees,  to  the  credit  of  the  corporation  ;  and  no  moneys  except  as  hereinafter 
mentioned  shall  be  paid  by  him,  except  by  checks  upon  such  banks,  signed  by 
hun  as  treasurer,  and  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  persons  respectively 
entitled  to  receive  the  same.  But  payments  of  sums  under  ten  dollars  may  be 
otherwise  made,  provided  that  as  they  together  amount  to  or  above  that  sum, 
they  shall  be  from  time  to  time  reimbursed  by  checks  upon  the  bank. 

6.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  members  of  this  corporation, 
showing  the  number  of  rights  to  which  each  one  is  entitled,  the  amount  of 
annual  payments  due  upon  or  in  respect  to  each  right,  and  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  every  such  amount  when  the  same  shall  be  paid ;  and  he  shall 
report  the  arrears  annually,  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  trustees  held  in  the 
month  of  April,  in  each  year. 

6.  He  shall  cause  the  annual  payments,  all  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  by 
the  members,  and  all  other  moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  to  be  collected 
from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  become  due. 

1.  Passed  12th  April,  1842.  Resolved,  that  in  future  the  fiscal  year  of  this 
corporation  shall  determine  on  the  81st  of  March. 


Title  3. — 0/  the  Secretary. 

1.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  trustees,  and  keep  r^ular 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  enter  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  trustees  at  every  meeting. 

2.  He  shall  ^ve  a  written  notice  of  every  meeting  of  the  trustees  to  each 
one  of  the  board.  And  he  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  annual 
meeting,  and  that  the  election  of  trustees  will  be  held  thereat,  by  publishing 
the  same  in  two  of  the  daily  papers  printed  in  the  city  of  New  York,  for  at 
least  two  weeks  previous,  and  by  affixing  the  same  in  each  of  the  public  rooms 
and  upon  the  outer  door  of  the  hbrary. 

3.  He  shall  keep  the  seal  of  this  corporation,  but  shall  not  affix  the  same  to 
any  instrument  (except  to  new  certificates  of  membership,  upon  occasions  of 
the  transfers  of  rights)  without  the  special  authority  of  the  trustees  in  legal 
meetings.

4.  Eb  ahall  oaiue  all  the  by-laws,  ordinanoes,  and  regulatioiia  of  this  oorpora- 
tkm  to  be  entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  laid 
b^bre  the  trustees  at  every  meeting. 

TiTLB  4.— Qf  ih$  Librarian, 

1.  The  Librarian  shall  hold  bis  offioe  during  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees. 

2.  He  shall  cause  to  be  written  or  stamped  on  the  title  page  of  eadi 
volume  t>f  every  work  belonging  to  the  library  the  words,  ^  The  property  of 
ihe  New  York  Society  Library P 

3.  The  library  shall  be  open  from  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  sunset,  of 
every  day  except  Sundays,  and  holidays,  throughout  the  year,  and  at  such 
other  hours  as  the  trustees  shaU  or  may  from  time  to  time  direct 

4.  The  librarian  shall  deliver  out  books  to  persons  entitled  to  receive  them, 
in  the  manner  under  the  directions  hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  he  shall  enter 
in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  a  memorandum  of  every  delivery  of  a 
book  by  him,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  delivered,  the  time  of 
taking  and  returning  the  same,  and  the  forfeiture  arising  from  every  default 
But  he  shall  deliver  uo  book  or  books  to  any  member  before  his  name  shall 
be  entered  in  the  treasurer's  register. 

5.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  catalogue  of  all  the  books  belonging  to 
the  society ;  and  shall  enter  in  such  catalogue,  the  titles  of  all  books  which 
may  from  time  to  time  be  added  to  the  library. 

6.  He  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  in  every  year  report 
to  the  treasurer  the  amounts  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  by  persons 
receiving  books  from  the  library,  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  collected. 

7.  He  shall  fr^m  time  to  time  report  to  the  trustees,  the  names  of  members 
who  have  lost  or  damaged  any  books  belonging  to  the  library. 

8.  He  shall  take  care  to  have  the  books  of  the  library  kept  in  the  neatest 
and  best  order,  and  shall  duly  observe  the  directions  which  may  be  given  from 
time  to  time  by  the  library  committee ;  and  shall  see  that  the  regulations  of 
the  trustees,  relative  to  the  loaning,  management,  and  disposition  of  the  books, 
are  strictly  observed. 

Title  6. — Of  the  Library  Committee, 

1.  The  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  besides  the 
Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

2.  They  shall  be  charged  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  ^  head  librarian," 
subject  to  the  control  and  directions  of  the  board  of  trustees.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  such  purchases  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  papers  for  the 
library  and  reading-room  as  they  shall  see  fit ;  to  audit  all  accounts  against 
the  library,  and  generally  to  transact  all  such  ordinary  business  as  does  not 
require  the  action  of  the  board.    They  shall  also  be  spedally  charged  with  the 


enlbroement  of  tlie  By-laws  and  of  the  ru1<«  for  the  regulatioo  of  the  rooms, 
and  their  power  and  authority  in  these  respects  may  be  delegated  to  a  sub* 
committee  or  to  one  or  more  of  their  number  in  rotation  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  by  them  regulated,  and  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary  they 
may  alter  the  rules  and  make  new  ones,  such  alterations  and  additions  to 
continue  in  force  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

8.  They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  week  and  keep  regular  minutes  of 
the  proceedings,  and  shall  report  to  the  trustees  at  every  stated  meeting. 

4.  PftBsed  November  8th,  1843.  It  was  Resolved,  that  hereafter  all  bills  for 
payment  of  money  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  library 
committee  before  they  are  reported  to  this  board. 

5.  Passed  May  8th,  1850.  It  was  Resolved,  that  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library  shall  not  exceed  in  amount,  during  the  year,  the  actual 
balance  of  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  over  and  above  the  sum  required 
to  meet  the  other  current  expenses. 


CHAPTER    II, 

OF    THS   TBftMS   UPON   WHICH   THE   BOOKS   SHALL   BE    LENT   OUT,  AND   OF  THE 

MANAGEMENT   AND   DISPOSITION    OF  THE   BOOKS. 

1.  Every  member  who  shall  not  be  indebted  to  the  society  for  any  annual 
payment,  or  for  fines  or  forfeitures  incurred  by  him,  and  whose  name  shall  be 
entered  in  the  treasurer's  register,  shall  for  every  right  owned  by  him,  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  librarian,  during  the  hours  appointed  for  the 
library  to  be  open,  either  one  folio,  one  quarto,  one  octavo,  or  one  duodecimo ; 
but  if  the  work  be  an  octavo  or  duodecimo,  and  consist  of  more  than  one 
volume  relative  to  the  same  subject,  then  he  may  take  out  the  whole  set,  if  it 
consist  of  DO  more  than  three  octavos  or  six  duodecimos ;  but  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  detain  the  set,  or  part  of  a  set,  for  a  longer  time  than  is  allowed  for 
a  single  volume. 

2.  Every  member  residing  within  ten  miles  of  the  library  may  detain  the 
volume  or  volumes  so  delivered  a»  aforesaid,  if  it  be  a  folio,  six  weeks ;  a 
quarto,  three  weeks ;  an  octavo,  two  weeks ;  a  duodecimo,  or  a  volume  of  lets 
size,  or  a  pamphlet,  one  week. 

3.  Every  member  residing  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  lilmury,  may 
detain  a  book  one  week  longer  than  the  times  above  mentioned  respectively. 

4.  When  a  book  is  returned,  it  may  be  again  taken  out  by  the  same  persoOf 
unless  another  member  has,  in  the  meantime,  applied  to  the  hbrarian  for  the 
same  book. 

5.  Any  member  who  shall  detain  a  book  longer  than  the  times  above 
limited  respectively,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  day  such  book  shall  be 
detained  beyond  the  time  so  limited,  one  cent. 

6.  If  any  member  loses  or  damages  a  book,  he  shall  make  good  the  same 
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to  the  libraiy  ;  and  if  the  book  lost  or  injured  be  one  of  a  set,  he  shall  pay  to 
the  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  society,  the  value  of  an  entire  set,  and  may 
thereupon  receive  for  himself  the  residue  of  the  old  set. 

7.  The  librarian  may  let  out  books  to  persons  not  being  members  of  this 
corporation,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
prescribed  by  the  library  committee.  But  if  a  member  and  a  person  who  is 
not  a  member,  should  apply  for  the  same  book  at  the  same  time,  the  member 
shall  have  the  preference. 

8.  A  member,  besides  the  books  he  may  be  entitled  to  as  a  member,  may 
take  as  many  as  he  pleases,  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  who  are  not  members. 

0.  When  books  are  returned,  they  shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the 
librarian,  in  order  that  he  may  examine  whether  they  have  been  injured  or  not 

10.  No  person,  whether  a  member  or  not,  shall  lend  any  book  belonging  to 
the  society,  to  any  person  out  of  his  dwelling-house. 

11.  The  books  marked  thus  (*)  in  the  catalogue,  and  siich  others  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  specially  designated  by  the  trustees,  or  the  library  com- 
mittee^ shall  not,  but  with  the  consent  of  the  library  committee,  be  lent  or  let 
out,  but  must  be  read  only  in  the  library  rooms.  And  no  number  of  any 
review  or  magazine  shall  be  lent  or  let  out  within  the  first  fifteen  days  after  it 
shall  be  received. 

12.  Persons  residing  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  county  of  New  York 
may  be  considered  strangers,  and  may  be  introduced  into  the  library  rooms  by 
any  member  of  the  society  ;  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  use  of  the 
library,  except  that  of  taking  books  from  the  rooms,  for  the  space  of  one  month 
after  their  introduction,  and  such  privileges  may  from  time  to  time  be  renewed 
by  new  introductions,  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  in  the  city. 

CHAPTER    III. 

OF  THE   MESTINGS  OF   THE  CORPORATION  AND   THE    ELECTIONS   OF   TRUSTEES. 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  hold  in  the  library  at 
noon  of  the  day  appointed  in  the  charter  The  meeting  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  secretary  (or  in  case  of  his  absence  by  the  treasurer),  who  shall 
preside  until  a  chairman  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  present ;  and  no 
other  business  shall  be  first  transacted. 

2.  At  the  first  stated  meeting  of  the  trustees  in  the  month  of  March  in  each 
year,  or  if  there  shall  be  no  quorum  on  that  day,  then  in  every  such  case,  at 
the  first  legal  meeting  of  the  trustees  thereafter,  three  members  of  this  corpora- 
tion shall  be  appointed  inspectors  of  the  annual  election,  and  they,  or  any  two 
of  them,  shall  preside  at  such  election.  But  in  case  no  such  appointment 
shall  be  made,  or  in  case  two  or  all  of  the  inspectors  so  appointed  shall  be 
absent,  the  inspectors  shall  be  appointed,  or  the  places  of  the  inspectors  absent 
shall  be  filled  by  the  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting. 


3.  The  poll  shall  be  opened  at  one,  and  closed  at  four  o^clock,  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day ;  and  every  member  who  shall  vote  at  such  election  shall 
deliver  to  the  inspectors  a  ballot  containing  the  names  of  not  more  than 
twelve  persons ;  and  the  inspectors  shall  deposit  all  the  ballots  as  they  are 
delivered  to  them  in  a  box,  and  shall  keep  a  poll-list  of  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  voting.  As  soon  as  the  poll  shall  be  closed,  the  inspectors  shall 
count  the  ballots,  and  before  examining  any  of  them,  shall  destroy  as  many  as 
the  whole  number  shall  exceed  the  number  of  names  upon  the  poll-list,  in  case 
of  any  such  excess ;  after  which,  they  shall  open  and  count  the  votes,  and 
shall  openly  declare  the  names  of  the  twelve  persons  who  shall  be  found  to  be 
elected  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given,  and  shall  deliver  a  certijkate 
thereof  under  their  hands,  to  the  secretary,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the 
trustees,  at  their  next  meeting. 

4.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  who  is  not  a  member 
of  this  corporation,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee. 

5.  No  member  of  this  corporation  shall  vote  at  any  election,  unless  his 
name  shall  be  entered  in  the  treasurer's  register,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  paid 
and  discharged  all  arrears  and  dues  to  the  society ;  nor  shall  any  member 
vote  by  proxy,  nor  in  any  case  have  more  than  one  vote. 


CHAPTER    IV. 

OF   THE   ELECTION   OF   MEMBERS,  AND   THE   TRANSFERRING  OF  RIGHTS  IN   THE 

LIBRARY. 

1.  Any  person  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  trustees  met  at  any  legal 
meeting,  or  the  major  part  of  them  so  met,  be  admitted  a  member  of  this 
corporation  ;  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  right  in  the  library  for  every  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  paid  by  him,  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to  receive  for  every 
such  right,  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  signed  by  the 
secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer. 

2.  Every  person  claiming  a  right  in  the  library  by  purchase  or  gift  from  any 
member,  or  from  his  or  her  executors  or  administrators,  before  admission  as  a 
member  of  this  corporation,  shall  prove  his  or  her  title  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
treasurer  and  secretary  for  the  time  being ;  and  upon  such  proof  being  made, 
the  treasurer  shall  enter  his  or  her  name  in  the  register  of  the  names  of  the 
members  of  this  corporation  he  is  required  to  keep  as  herein  before  mentioned, 
and  also  note  therein  the  fact  of  the  transfer  of  the  right,  opposite  to  the  name 
of  the  person  who  held  it  immediately  previous.  And  thereupon  a  certificate, 
as  mentioned  in  the  last  section,  may  be  granted  to  such  new  member ;  which 
certificate,  in  the  case  of  the  transfer  of  a  right,  shall  state  the  admission  to  be 
by  virtue  of  such  purchase  or  gift,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  some  other  member. 

3.  Before  any  transfer  of  a  right  shall  be  allowed,  the  treasurer  shall  be

satisfied,  by  the  oertificate  of  the  librarian,  that  no  fines  or  forfeitures  have 
been  incurred  in  respect  to  such  right,  since  the  date  of  his  last  annual  report 
thereof  or  if  any  shall  have  been  since  incurred,  the  librarian  shall  c^fy  the 
amount  And  such  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  all  other  sums  due  upon  such 
right,  shall  be  paid,  before  any  entry  of  the  transfer  shall  be  made  by  the 
treasurer  in  the  register. 

4.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  trustees,  by  the  acts  of  the 
Legislature  respectively  passed  on  the  8th  of  March,  1802,  and  the  5th  of 
March,  1819,  the  sum  of  four  dollars  shall  be  annually  paid  to  the  treasurer 
for  each  and  every  right  now  held  in  the  library,  instead  of  the  sum  of  ten 
shillings  mentioned  in  the  charter. 

5.  April  26th,  1842.  It  was  Resolved,  tJbat  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
granted  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  passed  the  24th  of  March  last,  there 
shall  be  demanded  and  payable  hereafter  on  each  and  every  right  or  share  in 
this  corporation  now  subject  to  the  payment  of  four  dollars  the  sum  of  six 
dollarK,  and  on  each  right  or  share  now  free  of  all  annual  dues  or  payments 
the  sum  of  two  dollars ;  the  said  sums  of  six  dollars  and  two  ddlars  to  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  May  hereafter. 

6.  June  10th,  1842.  It  was  Resolved,  that  the  sums  for  commuting  the 
annual  dues  hereafter  be  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  annual  payment  of  six 
dollars,  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  annual  payment  of  two  dollars,  on  the 
respective  rights  subject  to  such  payments. 

7.  No  right  in  the  library  shall  be  absolutely  forfeited  for  the  non-payment 
of  the  yearly  dues  thereon,  unless  such  forfeiture  shall  be  declared  by  the 
trustees,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  in  legal  meeting  convened,  and  entered  upon 
the  minutes  of  such  meetings : — and  before  any  such  declaration  shall  be  made, 
the  treasurer  shall  give  notice  to  the  member  entitled  to  such  right,  or  to  his 
or  her  legal  representatives,  or  one  of  them,  wherever  they  can  be  ascertained, 
that  it  will  become  forfeited,  unless  the  sums  due  thereon  shall  be  paid 
within  thirty  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice  ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  also 
previously  report  to  the  trustees  the  giving  of  such  notice,  and  the  time  and 
manner  thereof^  and  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days. 


CHAPTER    V,    • 

OF   ALTBRATI0V8   OF   AND    ADDITIONS   TO   THE   BY-LAWS. 

No  addition  to  or  alteration  of  the  By-kws  shall  be  made  at  the  same  meetr 
ing  at  which  it  is  proposed,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  trustees 
met  at  such  meeting;  nor  shall  any  addition  or  alteration  be  made  before  it 
has  been  reduced  to  writing,  and  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by  a  select 
committee  appointed  to  eonsider  thereof  unless  such  reference  to  a  committee 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  by  two  thuxis  of  the  trustees  met  at  any  le£:al  meeting.
